St. Louis, April 9—Samuel W. Brooks. 
father of Hugh M. Brooks, alias W. H. L. Maxwe!) 
has written a long and touching appeal to the 
American people to belp him save his boy from the 


this appeal, which fijis nearly seven columns. he 
elder brooks gives his reasons for asking public as- 
sistance: The injustice of his son's trial and the 
har-iships of Missouri state laws, which operate en- 
tirely in favor of the lower courts to the exclusion 
of the defendant's challenges: the competence of 
the jurors; the errors in the criminal judge’s instruc- 


dence, and particularly the frequently-denouncea 
Dingfelder plot, by which an alleged confession was 
obtained from Brooks, through a detective incarce- 
rated in the St. Louis jail, are all urged in measured 
and respectful, but strong language. The tone of 
the appeal is well tempered, and its terms are calcu- 
lated to touch the hearts and win the sympathy of 
the public. Brooks, senior, asks sympathetic citi- 
zens to send lette:s to Governor Moorehouse asking 
him to interpose his mercy between the boy and the 
gallows. The United States supreme court last Mon- 
day refused Brooks a re-hearing, and when the man- 
date comes down at the end of the May term, prob- 
ably be will be re-sentenced to death.

The Sad Story of Lillian Bull, a 
Relative of General Sherman. 
She Locks Herself in a Room, Turns on 
the Gas and Suffocates—The Fate of 
@ Professional Poetess. 


New York, April 14.—A young woman shut 
herself in a room, turned on the gas without 
lighting it and suffocated herself to death. 
The newspapers are not apt to more than par- 
agraph such an occurrence in this city, and 
even when Lilian Bull destroyed her life in 
that manner the curious romance of the ease 
was ouly briefly sketched. That she got that 
much more than ordinary attention in print 
was due to the fact that she wasa relative of 
General Sherman and his brother, the ex-gov- 
ernor. She had gonecrazy. Scientists tell us 
that no person of perfectly sound mind will 
under any circumstances commit suicide. 
Whether that is an invariable rule or not, it is 
certain that Lilian had permitted sentiment- 
ality to ran beyond the limits of common sense 
into mental vagaries. She set up asa profes- 
sional poetess. That is not mentioned as proof 
of insanity. A number of individuals have 
made rhyming a vocation without opening 
themselves to the suspicion of craziness. But 
in her case there was no doubt that the making

In one piece, how- 
ever, she declares that it was her disappoint- 
ment in love that had qualified her to eons 
a poet, and that she had no doubt of eventually 
acquiring fame. Pray do not laugh at her silly 
ambition. It wasserious enough to her, as 
proven by her svicide. Ina note left behind 
at the house of the Good Shepherd, she told 
Sister Clarissa that appreciation of her work 
was so slow that she would not wait forit. She 
would d herself, and leave behind the 
material with which her reputation would 
make itself. That was nonsense, of course, 
becanse the poem quoted above is one of the 
best that was found in her stock, and it has 
been freely edited by the writer to make it as 
good as it there appears. For the purpose of 
showing her talent most favorably, I give a 
piece which she wrote as a farewell: 
And is it only souls like mine 
Must suffer doubts and fears, 
And is it that God’s choicest gifts 
Must bear but frnits of tears? 
Upon a weary reckless world 
Some lives are forced to roam; 
Perhaps for generations backg 
ine sins we must atone. 
The sensitive plant will fold its leave 
At every touch or breath, 
Aud sbrink away in trembling fear, 
A look so much like death.

Her only hesitation in taking her life seemed 
to be that she wouldn’t goto heaven, and she 
left memoranda clearly indicating that, in 
committing suicide she fully expected to go 
to everlasting punishment. But she expressed 
the hope that the news of het fame as a poet- 
ess would reach her ears even in the midst of 
eternal torture, and that their music would 
make her agony endurable. She went to 
Antoine Armedes’ French restaurant at 49 
West 24th street, hired a small room, locked 
herself in, stopped the keyhole and all crev- 
ices with cotton, turned on the gas at six 
burners and thus choked herself to death.

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THE STATE LEAGUE. 


The Adoption of a Schedule and 
the State League. 


A Schedule of Twenty-Four Games Arrang- 
ed—The Make-Up of the Local Clubs 
--Condition of the Grounds. 


The state league—or as it is technically call- 
ed, ‘the Interstate Ameteur league’’—seems to 
be an assured fact and Atlanta is in to stay. 

The league is composed of four clubs—Atlanta, 
Augusta, Columbus and Savannah, These clubs 
ali have fairly found financial backing and _ all 
claim to have secured good local players. The 
schedule has been arranged, the rules to govern the 
league have been adopted, and everybody is now 
waiting for the official “play ball.’’ 

W hile the league is called an amatenr leagus, it is 
only amateur in the sense that the players must 
have been amateurs previous to this engagement. 
They must vever have played professional bal). 
They are not strictly amateurs, however, for they 
are under salary to the different clubs. 

On Thursday even m2; there was a league meeting 
at Savannah, Atlanta being represented by proxy 
President W. P. Bailey, of Savannah, presided, and 
& Hi, Myers, of Augusta, was made secretary. Rules 
governing the league were adopted, and a schedule 
qas framed. , 

A GLANCE AT THE BULES, 
which are given below in full, shows the plan upon 
which the league has been organized. Each club 
deposits $50 as a guarantee fund, which sum goes to 
the club winning most games,

The following are the rules in full: 

THE LEAGUE RULES. 

The presidents of the baseball clubs of At- 
santa, Augusta, Columbus and Savannah hereby 
agree tothe following rules to govern the clubs 
during the season of 1888; _ 

j. That the clubs undersigned shall be known as 
the Interstate Amateur league. 

9, All players in this league must be residents of 
the citv they represent for at least one year from 
April 15, 14887, and any club who shall engage a 
player not as above, shall forfeit to the league the 
ainount in the hands of the president of this league. 

® Each club in the league shall deposit with the 
president the sum of $50, which amount shall be 
awarded the club winning the greatest number of 
games at the end of the season, and shall also re- 
ceive the Sjalding emblem. 

4, The president shall give an acceptable bond 
for the amount of the deposit. 

5. If any club forfeits the amount of deposit in 
the league by viola ion of he rules—said violation 
to be decided by a vote of a proper representative of 
each club—said =— or clubs shall make anew de- 

sit of $50 with the president. 

6. The clubs herewith signed as composing this 
league agree to continue to play the entire season, 
from May Iistto July 15th. A violation of this agree- 
ment forfeits the deposit ofthe club so violating. 

7. Umpires shall be selected by the captains of the 
clubs contesting, and may be selected trom the city 
wherein the home club resides, : 

8. The salary of any player in this leagueshall not 
exceed £50 per month. 

9, All disputes shall be referred to the president of 
the league, and with the president of each club 
aghall decide any question. 

10. Allgamesurranged by the schedule committee, 
who shall consist of the president of this league 
and the president of each elub, shall be binding, 
and any violation of thisrule compels a forfeit of 
the club’s deposit. 

ll. The league hereby agrees to use no other base- 
ball except those made by A. G. Spalding & Bros, 
of Chicago and New York, and must be the regular 
league ball made by said firm, Every manager 
must say that said balls only are used in each game, 
and that two balls are furnished at each game. 

12. The visiting club fo each city in the league 
shal! receive one-half of the gross receipts of each

flo The rules of the National league shall govern 
the playing of all games of this league. 

f 14. The president shall call a meeting of the 
league when in his discretion it is deemed necassary, 
and at the city most convenient and accessible to 
all clubs in the league, 

15. Any city desiring admittance to this league 
shall be vote 1 on by each club,and must be governed 
by the rules of this league. 

16. Any game postponed shall be played the first 
off day in the city wherein such game was scheduled. 


A failure tocomply with this rule forfeits the game | 


to the home club. : 
17. Any change in these ruiescap only be made 
by a two-thirds vote of the league clubs. 


THE SCHEDULE, 
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This schedule isa rather peculiar one, but bas 
doubtless been arranged upon the supposition that 
the season will be extended in case it proves sne- 
Cessiul up to July M4th. 

It will be observed that Augusta and Savannah 
play twenty-four games together, and Atlanta and 
Columbus play twenty-four games together. The 
Savannah and Augusta clubs each play but six 
games in Atlanta, and Atlanta plays but six games 
in each of those cities, In other words, Atlanta 
plays twice as mavy gamesin Columbus as in any 
other cify. 

Such an arrangement is manifestly unfair to 
somebody. If Columbus has one ofthe weaker 
clubs in the league, then the schedule favors At- 
lanta. Ifthe Atlanta club proves a tail-end, the 
schedule favors Columbus. The same sort of argu- 
ment applies to Augusta and Savannab. 

The reason the schedule has been made in this 
way is evident—it will result in agreat saving in the 
Matter of railroad fares. It may be that this will 
prove a wise move, for all the clubs start in the 
Season in a somewhat shaky condition. 
But if the clubs are at all closely 
matched it is safe to predict that the season will be 
extended into the fall months, and that a great deal 
of interest will be taken in the result, 

It will be observed that the season opens on Tucs- 
Gay, May ist, with Atlanta in Augusta, and Colum- 
busin Savannah. Atlanta gets Fourth of July at 
home. During the third week of May, the second 
week of June, and the last week of June, all clubs 
Test. Atlanta willarrange exhibition games with 
Southern league clubs on off days of that week and 
during the entire season. 

THE WORK ON THE GROUNDS,

Just in proportion as it is generative will this 
world be a pleasanter place in which to live. 

The ten old commandments are good. But 
the eleventh commandment is the best, “A 
new commandment I give unto you, that ye 
love one another.’’. It is the dutiful religion of 
the universal brotherhood of men. I had rather 
lay one stone in the foundation of its temple 
than to have the ownership of the world, during 
my brief stay here. 

t means universal charity. Charity of 
thought. Charity of feeling. Charity of judg- 
ment. It means the actual and practical relief 
of suffering. It means largeness of sympathy. 
It means respect for the humanity in its 
broadest and most comprehensive sense. It 
means the cultivation of that most loveable 
habit—the habit of usefulness. 

There are no ‘‘professors’” of this grand 
religion. 

You either practice it, or you enjoy none of 
its manifold blessings.

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The Care of the Handa, 


/. delicate, well kept hand, is one of the 
chief points of beauty; therefore every woman who 
would add to her attractions should bestow careful 
attention to those details which affect not only her 
y Tsonal aypearance, but reveals a retined and cul- 
tivated mind. Tue gentle woman of today is nota 
doll toshow off fine clothes and jewels, but has 
ma@uy cccupations. and devotes some parts ot her 
time to personal attention to her home, and is not 
above arranging and assisting in such matters as 
contribute to its beauty and harmonious effect. She 
may, perhaps, have iess delicate hands than the 
woman who does nothing, for if constactly used in 
such light mattersas writing, painting or sewing, 
they will be less white than if always in repose. But 
a& little care will preserve soft, tine flesh, and daily 
atteution will keep well rounded and polished rails, 

The treatment necessary for some hands*will not 
do at all for othe:s; but every one should see that 
their toilet necessaries are such as will assist in the 
care ofthe hands. If the hand is naturally white 
and delicate, you have only to guard against tem- 
porary disfigurement, such as stains, and thut sore- 
ness of the skin which we call chapped hands. For 
staius caused byink, fiuit or paint, atid similar 
things, dropping asmall amouut of oil of vitriol 
in cold water, washing the hands without 
soa p. Pumice stone, as sold by the 
chemist, is useful on all washstands, as it takes 
away «ny light stain and makes the skin soft and 
smooth, 

Another necessary adjunct to a dressing case is 
the little Parisian box used by the manicure, and 
which may be bought ata small price. It contains 
a boat-shaped implement covered in chamois skin, 
furntshed with a handle, and there isa tiny box of 
fine pink powder, of a rather gritty nawre, you 
break on the nails and then sprinkle them with the 
yow¢er and polish briskly on the pad. But before 
this process is reached, you must first use the other 
implemeut, which is of ivory, with one end shaped 
eomdw hat like a pen, the other with a smail brush. 
In the center is a flat file, on which you carefuily 
shape the oe of nails, rounding them on either 
side, and pointing them in the middle. Scissors 
should never be used to cut the nails as they make 
them thick and coarse, If theskin adheresto the 
nail, and “hang nails’ are caused,a small, sharp 
razor should be used. 

Ounce you get the improvement it is not difficult 
to-retain, but perseverance only will attain this. 
Keep a pot of tine oatmeal on your stand; dry the 
hand thoroughly with a coarse flesh towel and dust 
with the oatmeal. At night use rather warm water 
in bathing the hands, and when quite dry apply 
almond paste,and sleep ina pais of. tight-fitting 
gloves. Chevritte gloves, which do not become 
greasy on the outside as kids, are preferable, 

When the hands are a good color, but lack soft- 
ness, glycerine is useful, but ithas nothing to do 
with changing the color. 

Never plunge the hands into very cold or hot 
water, aud do not ex them to the frosty air 
without stout gloves. Above all, attend to the wrists 
— as wrapping the bands only is of little

Whereas, Upon information received by this coun- 
cil, that the surroundings of the water initial point 
of the suppiy of the water furnished to the people 
of the city of Macon is not such as will conduce to 
the health of the co: sumers of the water. 

Be it therefore resolved, That the matter be re- 
ferred to the board of health who are expected to 
report to the next meeting of the council. 

‘irst—Whether any nuisance exists in such prox- 
imity to our water supply as would be likely to af- 
fect _ health of the people if the same is not re- 
moved, 

Second—Of what such nuisance consists and what 
remedy in their opinion is the proper one to be ap- 
plied, so that t!e citizens may be assured of pure 
water in the future, 

As it is well known that Macon’s water sup. 
ply is second to none in purity, this resolution 
threw every one into a fever of excitement, 
and straightway demanded that an examina- 
tion be made concerning the information. A 
notice was sent to the following gentlemen, 
asking them to meet the committee appointed 
by council at the chambers this morning at 10 
o'clock: Dr. Clifton, Alex. Prondfit, A. E. 
Boardman, Superintendent Wilcox, Judge 
Kimory Speer, V. N. Gunn and Overseer Locke. 
The committee were Henry Horne, chairman, 
and Aldermen Ware and Ingalls; also 
Dr. F. Walker, chairman of board of health. 
The meeting was called to order by Chairman 
Horne, who informed those present that the 
object of the meeting was to lay before the 
committee the facts pertaining to Alderman 
Proudtit’s resolution. 

Mr. Proudfit opened the investigation by 

calling upon Judge Speer to state to the com- 
mittee what he knew coneerning the alleged 
contamination. The judge stated that one at- 
ternoon in March he rode out to Tutt’s springs, 
which is the initial water supply of the Macon 
gas and water company, situated three 
miles from the city. His objectin going there 
was to see the sonrce from which came the 
pure water. But, to his horror, he discovered 
on @ hill slope, about seventy-five yards from 
the spring, the carcass of some dead animal, 
which looked like a cow, and which was being 
devoured by a horde of hogs. And on his ap- 
proach to the springs, situated on the right of 
the road, he found that they were surrounded 
by several pools of water having a 
bluish discoloration. Also on the hill very 
near these springs was situated a very large 
‘cattle pen, with large accumulations of ma- 
nure, which appeared to him that if any hard 
rain should come, it would wash all the cattle 
manure down into the springs, and conse- 
quently would contaminate the water. He 
also noticed that whenever it rained the water 
assumed a milkish color, which certainly look- 
ed as if surface water came into the Springs in 
some manner; may be washed down from the 
hill on which lay the carrion and manure. 
He thought that all such existences would con- 
taminate the water, and, as acitizen of Macon, 
would emphatically say that they should be re- 
moved. e regretted very much that he had 
been given this public connection With th 


matter. : 

Dr. Clifton was next called upon to give his 
testimony, which is about as follows: Ever 
since his residence in Macon he had been in 
the habit of examining the water with a micro- 
scope in ordee to satisfy his own rsonal 
search and that up to about two weeks 4g0, 
found the water to be, with one exception, 
the purest that he had ever known to exist. 
But about that time he discovered organic 
germs, which certainly proved that something 
was decidedly wrong. He continued his search, 
and to his joy, all these disappeared about 
three days ago. His supposition as to where 
they came from, was that some animal had 
fallen into the reservoir, for it would be im- 

ssible for these germs to come from the 
initial source of the. springs, because 
their source was undoubtably in the northern 
part of the state, coming to this point through 
the Piedmont escarpment, in a natural pipe of 
kaolin. And that no animal matter could 
reach the springs from ground surface, unless 
carried there by rain from off the slope where 
the cattle pen was situated. 

Mr. Will Turpin was also called upon. He 
stated that several times the water had a 
disagreeable discoloration, and when first 
drawn from the hydrant would foam for 
awhile wat mag setile, but could give no 
reason for this. 

Mr. V. N. Gunn was then called upon, and 
stated that 


about five years ago he had 2 


occupied by his cattle pen, but had abolished 
it. Lhe cattle pen isthree yards above the 
iirst spring. We thought they would contam- 
inate tue water. The dead cow which Judg 
Speer had seen was his, it having died of 
the colic. He had it hauled out into the open 
field, where the hogs could eat the carcass. 
Which they did, and in less than 
hours. And on the following day the ground 
Was ploughed over, as he wisedio plant the 
whole field. 

Overseer Locke, of Gunn's farm, gave the 
Saine testimony. 

Superintendent Wileox, of the waterworks 
company, testified that he saw the carcass 
of the animal, but that it was all eaten 
up before next day, and did not give the mat- 
ter another thought; in fact, had forgotten it 
until reminded by some one asking him ques- 
tions concerning it. In regard to the spring 

which lay the pools of water, he would

State that he was surprised to find amy one who 
could fora moment think that he would let 
the water lie around, which would, in course 
of a rain, flow into the spring, But as the 
matter was construed that way, he could 
enlighten the public quickly on that 
int. The springs that were so situated had 
en abandoned over eight months ago, be- 
cause they did lie in the path of drains from 
the slope. The last time they had been used 
was Cn an occasion when all the streets of Ma- 
con had to be watered, and those springs were 
then used and have never been since. -They— 
pipes and all—were now used for drains to 
carry all accumulating water into the swamps. 
The springs that are now used aré an entirely 
new set, each spring being dug to depth from 
eight to nineteen feet, going through a strata 
of kaolin from five to thirteen feet thick, and 
consequently it would be impossible for the 
waters to be contaminated in any manner at 
Tutt’s springs. The water flows from the 
springs through pipes into cemented receiver, 
through which surface water cannot enter, 
_ He could trace the cause of the milkish color 
in the water to one of the springs, which at 
Stated periods, rain or shine, became impreg- 
nated with kaolin. This never occurred before 
the terrible earthquake of eighteen months 
ago, but afterwards, at periods, became so, 
these periods coming sometime at night and 
at other in the daytime. ‘henever it 
came in the day this spring 
was cut off from the _ rest, but 
when it occurred at night it would not be 
known until day, when it would be. 
le also examined the reservoir, never 
sctting four days passing without seeing it 
as he hada man employed to watch it for 
him. About two weeks ago he was sent for, 
asa dead bird has fallen into the reservoir 
He immediately went out to the place and got 
bout.

Dr. Walker was called upon and stated that 
as the source of springs came from depths un- 
known and so intensely protected by kaolin 
beds, it would be impossible for the cattle 
peus, stable or anything else to contaminate 
the waters, lf the mouths of the springs were 
cemented as they were when he last saw them.

Recently, the New Orleans Times-Demo- 
erat had an article deploring the fact that 
southern authors are more popular at the 
north than they areatthe south. The Macon 
News, commenting on this fact, suggests 
that it is due to the lack of money and leis- 
ure rather than to a lack of appreciation, 
and it suggests that literature is a luxury.

Present Outlook. 


New OriEans, April 11.—To Commercial 
Editor of The Times-Democrat: Dear Sir—I beg 
your permission to offer the following remarks on 
the present outlook as to supply and cousumption of 
cotton ; 

To the end of November this crop came forward 
more rapidly, in proportion to its size, than any 
former crop, but since that date its movement has 
been unusually retarded, partly by the weather and 
partly by the fact that the market has receutlv been 
dull and lifeless, and country holders had no in- 
ducement to ship, especially as their most trusted 
advisers continued to hold out hopes of ultimately 
seeing much higher prices. Cotton, therefore, has 
oflate moved slowly to the ports, and, as a conse- 
quence, the stocks in the .ounted interior towus are 
now more than double what they were this date last 
year, 

N>w, it has been found in a series of years that the 
quantity of cotton still to come in from plantations 
and unenumerated towns after April 1 is invariably 
more or less, according as the stocks on thet day at 
the counted towns are greater or Jess. This is natu- 
ral. The influences which induce holding at one 
point have the same effect elsewhere. The unenu- 
merated towus are growing in importance and power 
every year, and planters are but men, and are gov- 
erned in their action as to sellingor holding (aiter 
half the season is over) by the same impulses which 
govern other men, This is the theory of it, and has 
been found in all former years to be the experience, 
with slight modifications, of course, based on other 
influences, special to the particular year. I: will, 
therefore, be only reaso: able to expect that thut cot- 
ton Coming into sight after April 1 will be cousider- 
ably in excess of that which appeared lest year. Ac- 
cording to the Chronicle, the amount in sight on 
April 1 last year was 6,156,000 bales, and, therefure, 
357,000 bales came in afterward to make its crop of 
6,513,000. The amount ins.ghton Aprillthis year 
is 6,546,000 bales. Add tothe above (same as last 
year), 357,000 bales; add for probable excess here- 
after, say only 97,000 bales, and you get a crop of 
7,000,009 bales. 

There is no sound reasoning against this argu- 
ment, except a possibile simail August movement, 
but last year’s August receipts, afterall, were ouly 
61,000 bales, and if we throw that out altogether we 
otily get down to about 6,950,000. As we are quite 
sure to get some cotton in Aucust we cannot be 
much oltof the way in basing our fu ther calcula- 
tions on a crop of 7,000,000, 

The distriLution of the crop has been «urious and 
illustrates strikingly the ditlerence of opinions as 
to the crop prevaiiiug during the season on the two 
sides of the ocean. American spilners, carried 
away by the false estimates, bought very heavily in 
November and December, and according to the 
Chronicle, had taken up to January 138, 245,000 bales 
more than to same date last year, stimulated, no 
doubt by active markets and immense profits on 
their goods, print cloths having advanced % cent 
per yard, egual to 5 cents per pound in cotion, 
while cotton Laionly advanced 1 cent, 

During the same period Europe, which had been 
better advised about the crops bought mor- sparing 
ly, the exports to all Europe up to January 138 show- 
ing an excess of only 80,000 bales, compared to last 
year. Since that date the change o/ teeling on the 
crop question has produced a very marked decreare 
in activity, both on the purt.of Ainerican and Euro- 
pean spinners and the present excess en by 
American spinnersis only 115,000 bales, while o 
Europe there is actually a falling off comparcd io 
last year, up to April 1, of 142,000 bales, 

It now seems probable that American spinners, 
whose trade has lost much of its bor vancy (print 
cloths having declined 44c, equal to.34: in cotton) 
will not hereafter add to their preseu. excéss, and 
we may estimate the requirements of America out 
of this crop at 1,825,000 for the north, 42,000 for the 
sout!:; Canada and Mexico 75,000 and stock, August 
$1, 10),000, total 2,425,000; the crop being 7,000,000 
and stock September 1, 86,000, total 7,0%,000, Th er 
would remain for Europe 4,661,009.

year (assuming an increase of only 3 per cent), and 
a crop like 1582-85 might give us eight and one- 
quarter million bales. There being no scarcity for 
the immediate future, butan abundance, even on 
the the: ry of the largest poss le ccnsumption, why 
should spinners or speculators carry this crop, or any 
part of it, overinio the next?
